Hundreds in Attem pt 
To Save Trapped 
Student in England 


CASTLETON, England - i m - 
Oxford student Neil Moss. 20. died 
today in a corkscrew-shaped death 
trap l.ooo feet below the surface 
despite the heartbreaking attem pts 
of hundreds of rescuers to p u l l 
him from the cave where he was 
trapped Sunday afternoon. 
TTie husky build that had 
led 
Moss more than two miles through 
the tortuous tunnels and ere\ ices 
of Devil’s Hole eave proved his 
undoing He was trapped in an 
18-inch-wide limestone 
shaft 
his 
broad shoulders iammed «o tight­ 
ly rescuers could not pull h i m 
out. 


HIS DEATH WAS officially an 
nounoed 44 hours after he f i r s t 
beram e wedged inside the Peak 
Cavern In the Derbyshire 
Hill*. 
He became unconscious Monday 
and rescue efforts were redoubled 
but Chief Inspector William Shef­ 
field announced today at noon: 
p "The boy m d«*b" 
Police and leader* of the rescue 
team s tried to pull the body fi-ee 
from the crevice 
but 
a 
steady 
rain finally forced them to e 1 11 
a temporary halt. 


TH E AREA AROUND the cave 
entrance had been turned into a 
morass of mud 
and 
the 
caves 
were beginning to flood 
"If we tried to ge the b o d y 
out. some of these people would 
he two miles from the eave en­ 
trance and could be risking their 
lives.” said a 
police inspector. 
"Everyone here has risked a lot 
to save a life.” 


TWO DOCTORS, 
who crawled 
through the ahmv 
blackness 
to 
keep vigil near the dying youth, 
certified his death. One of them 
was RAF Flight Lt John C arter 
who had piped oxygen into t h e 
limestone tomb in 
an 
effort 
to 
keep him alive. 
But at last, die desperate a t­ 
tempts to keep Moss alive failed 
Tlie stale, foul air that had balked 
rescue attempts finally snuffed out 
his life. 


HUNDREDS OF volunteers had 
rushed today to the cave, a popu­ 
lar tourist attraction outside this 
tiny village, but they were t o o 
late. Rescue team s reported the 
situation worsening constantly and 
Carter hastened back to the 40- 
foot cleft to listen for his labored 
breathing. 
Police at nearby Buxton broad­ 
cast an appeal throughout North­ 
ern England for rescuer 
weigh­ 
ing 100 pounds or less—men .small 
enough to wiggle into the shaft 
where Moss was locked in a stand­ 
ing position 
Hundreds responded 
but it was no use.

secure stronger lsw s and penalties as a 
m eans of curbing traffic in narcotics. 
A ttesting to the sw eeping success of 
the Elks’ efforts w as th e recent filing 
In th# State legislature of A ssem bly 
Bill No. 119 which w ould m ake 30 year 
non-parole prison senten ces m andatory 
upon conviction of dope peddling, the 
m easure being supported b y accom ­ 
panying petitions bearing th e signa­ 
tures of more than 1,200,000 California 
citizens. 
Inasmuch s s law au th orities agree 
that a considerable part of th e respon- 
aiblllty for the continuing and rapid 
spread of narcotics peddling and use Is 
due to lack of su fficien tly h eavy penal­ 
ties for persons convicted of selling 
dope, severe tightening of the law in this 
respect with “stiff" senten ces for viola­ 
tors Is regarded as th e first and most 
necessary step tow ards reducing dope 
peddling. 
Any person proven to be an habitual 


dope seller well deserves a 30-vear non­ 
parole prison sentence, If not worse. 
However, since A ssem bly Bill No. 119 
proposes only the one term of punish­ 
ment and does not differentiate between 
“beginners'' or the gravity of the offens­ 
es involved such as pushers and dope 
ring leaders, It Is feared that In actual 
practice courts and juries m ay In m any 
Instances, and having no other alterna­ 
tive, free those charged rather than im­ 
pose the single 30-year penalty. 
This Is, of course, a m atter which can 
be worked out in final debate and con­ 
sideration of the Bill prior to actual 
adoption. The im portant thing is that 
there is now a m easure with "teeth" 
in it to curb peddling of opium, cocaine 
and their derivatives backed by more 
than a million Californians. This is cer­ 
tain to mean that w ithin a few m onths , 
hence much more severe penalties w ill ■ 
be In force to curb if not eventually put 
an end to the vicious snd ruinously de­ 
grading form of traffic for money. 
The E lks Lodges are deserving of 
wide public praise for such substantial 
leadership and help In an outstanding 
m ovem ent to better the lives and living 
conditions of both present and future 
generations of California citizens.

Story: Meaning of Easter

No period of human history has 
received more exhaustive scrutiny 
by scholars than the four days 
which began on the 13th o( NLsian 
(April 6». in the year A D 30. 
During those four days, in the 
rity of Jerusalem, a young Jew­ 
ish rabbi named Jesus of Nazareth 
was arrested, tried as a trouble­ 
maker. and put to death by Ro­ 
man authorities. 
Such executions were so com­ 
monplace in that era that the 
e\ent would scarcely have rated 
a footnote in history except for 
one extraordinary circumstance. 


THE 
FOLLOWERS of Jesus, 
who had fled in panic at the time 
of his death, returned to Jerusa­ 
lem a short while later and boldly 
proclaimed that he had risen from 
the dead. 
They said that he was the 
Oinst. the very love of God in­ 
carnate in a human personality, 
and that by his life, death ard 
resurrection he had opened to all 
men a way of escaping from the 
bonds of sinful *<*lfcenterednevs 
and of entering into a new life 
as the forgiven sons of God. 


MANY PEOPLE t1*n. as now. 
found this "good news ' hard to 
believe. But others found the Apos­ 
tles' faith contagious, and after 
testing it in the laboratory of 
lives, they too became con­ 


vinced that Jesus "is living still" 
and that through Him God is "re­ 
conciling t h • world unto H i m- 
self.” 
So 
was 
born 
the 
Christian 
church. 
In due time, the church record­ 
ed its memory' of Jesus' teach­ 
ings. and particularly of the cli­ 
mactic events of his last week 


THE EARLIEST writings, dat 
ing from about 31 AD., were 
letters which the Apostle Paul 
wrote to various Christian congre­ 
gations in Asia Minor. Mark's 
gospel was written about 70 A.D. 
possibly by one of Paul's young 
missionary1 assistants. Soon there­ 
after came the more detailed 
Gospel which bears the name of 
Matthew, and the two carefully- 
researched books written by the 
physician Luke, a gospel and an 
account of the Acts of the Apoe 
ties. 
Scholars formerly thought that 
the fourth Gospel, which bears 
the name of John, must have been 
written much later. This conclu­ 
sion was based on textual evi­ 
dence which seemed to date the 
document sometime in the second 
nr even the third century after 
• CTirist. 


BIT THE DISCOVERY nf ¿he 
Dead Sea Scrolls has put this 
evidence in a new- light It is now 
clear that the fourth Gospel could 
have been, and probably was. 
written in the first century. 
These writings, 
preserved by 
the church as the New Testa­ 
ment. are the main source of in­ 
formation about the events of the 
first E&Mer During the past cen­ 
tury. they have been subjected 
to detailed and

Procedures that household em­ 
ployes should follow in reporting 
the wages of domestic employes 
are of prime importance- R a y- 
mond Maijals. field representative 
of the San Bernardino District 
Office of the Social Security Ad­ 
ministration, stated today. 
Recently 
numerous 
inquiries 
have been received from house­ 
hold employers in Che Palm 
Springs area, requesting informa­ 
tion as to how to report the wages 
of domestic employes. 
MAI JALA EXPLAINED t h a t 
any domestic employe who h a s 
been paid cash wager cí $50 or 
more in a calendar quarter should 
be reported by the end of the fol­ 
lowing month. 
For example, if a domestic em­ 
ploye w o r k e d from January’ 
through March, the employer must 
report tie wages a$d pay the tax 
to the Bureau of Internal Revenue 
by April 30 The payment of the 
tax is compulsory Any agreement 
between the employer and em­ 
ploye to avoid reporting of wages 
is ilegal. Mai jala added.
